Before a good crowd at 
Rumford, Saturday afternoon.

END 19-GAME STREAK 

A margin of six inches spelled 
out Gould’s first gridiron defeat 
i n three years Saturday, Sept. 23, 
when a third period extra point 
attempt bounced hack from the 
cross bar. Coach Scott’s Huskies 
had won or tied nineteen con- 
secutive games since Mexico de- 
feated them 7-0 in 1947. The 
14-U3 triumph of South 'Paris 
avenged tfcelr '49 opener exact- 
ly a year before which Gould 
won 14-6. 

South Paris took the opening 
kickoff and romped from its 
own 34 to Gould’s two yard line 
without losing possession of tho 
leather. There Bean passed to 
Hile in the end zone; fullback 
Larry Richards rushed the' ex- 
tra point. 

In the second period the 
Gould defenders again stumbled 
back before an onslaught of de- 
termined drives and good pass- 
ing! This time Richards boomed 
thru center seven yards to pay- 
dirt, and the Bean-iHllc com- 
bine annexed the bonus point. 

The Huskies came to life in 
the second half, holding the vis- 
itors scoreless while overcoming 
most of their fourteen point def- 
icit. In the third period, Henry 
Agnese crashed ov6r from sev- 
en yards out to climax a sus- 
tained drive. Here it was that 
the game was lost, as the con- 
version attempt missed its mark. 

The Huskies second tally came 
in the final stanza when Hoby 
Lowell fecovered a fumble be- 
hind the goal line. JHis place- 
ment also added the extra point.
